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ACO had Twelve Children, whereof Joſeph and Benjamin were 
che two youngeſt, and were born to him of Rachel. The ſuperior 
Affection which Jacob ſhewed towards Joſeph, and the Account 
which the latter gave his Brethren of ſome of his Dreams de- 
noting his o.¼]u future Grandeur, and their Subjection to him, raiſed their Jea- 
louſy and Hatred againſt him. Hereupon they take an Opportunity, when 
they were one Day in the Field together, to throw him firſt into a Pit, and 
afterwards to draw him out again, and ſell him to a Company of mercantile 
Thmaelites wha were going down to Zgypr,. perſuading their Father Jacob, by 
the Stratagem of dipping a Coat which they had ſtrip'd him of in Blood, 
that he was devoured by a wild Beaſt. Heid 1917 1001 
The Hbmaelites being arrived with Joſeph in Egypt, ſold him to Petiphar, a 


principal Officer in Pharaoh's Court, with whom he lived in high Favour a 


conſiderable time, till at length, upon the falſe Accuſation of Potiphar's Wife, 
he was diſgraced and caſt into Priſon. During his Confinement, the chief 
Butler, and chief Baker of Pharaoh's Court, were thrown into the ſame Place 
by the King's Order, both of whom having a Dream in the fame Night, re- 
ceiv'd an Interpretation of them from Joſepb, which proved true, the chief 
Baker being within three Days hanged on a Tree, and the chief Butler re- 
ſtored to his Employment as was foretold; but being taken into Favour again 
thought no more of his Interpreter, as he had promiſed to do. 

Here then our Drama finds Joſeph, two Years after this Incident had hap- 
pened. At this time Pharavh: himſelf having had two Dreams in the ſame 
Night, the Firſt, of Seven fat Kine coming out of the River, which were de- 
voured by Seven other lean Kine which came up after them; and the Second, 


of Seven full Ears of Corn devoured by Seven thin ones, the Wiſemen of 
Egypt could not interpret them. The chief Butler calling Fo/eph to Remem- 


brance upon this Occaſion, ſpoke of him to the King, who immediately or- 
der'd that he ſhould be brought before him; of whom having teceived a ſatis- 
factory Explication of his Dreams, as that they were both of the ſame Purport, 
and pointed out Seven Vears of Plenty, and Seven of Famine to ſucceed them, 
Pharaoh appointed him Ruler over the Land of Egypt, to lay up in the Years 
of Plenty a Store for a Supply in thoſe of Dearth; at the ſame time giving 
him to Wife Aſenath the Daughter of Polipbera, High-Prieſt of On, by 
whom, during the Years of Plenty, he Had two Sons. | 
The Famine havin at lenged ſpread itſelf into all Countries, Jacob hearing 
there was Corn in "Egypt, ſent his ten elder Sons thither to purchaſe ſome, 
keeping Benjamin the youngeſt with kim for fear ſome Accident ſhould befal 
him. Joſepb immediately 
remembred his former Dreams, but did not make himſelf known to them, 
ſpeaking roughly, treating them as Spies, and ordering them to return and 
bring down their younger Brother whom they ſpoke of, as a Proof of their 


. .Veracity. ,. Having detained one of them in Priſon, by way of a Hoſtage, he 


commanded his Officers . to reſtore every one of the others his 


to ſend them away wich their Corn, for the Land 


Money into his Sack, 
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go with them, they returned to Egypt, and preſented him before Foſeph, who 
tenderly embraced him, and was fo ſenſibly affected by the Interview, that, not 
being able to refrain from Tears, he was 6bliged'to leave the Room. After 
this be made a grand Entertainment for them, giving at the ſame time a ſecret 
Order to his Officers to put his Silver Cup into Benjamin's Sack. 

They had no ſooner left the Town the next Morning but they were ſent 


after, brought before 7o/eph again, and charged with ſtealing this Cup, when, 


their Sacks being examined, and the Cup found in that belonging to Benjamin, 
he was doom'd to eontinue a Slave to Fo/eph. Fr 
The reſt of the Brethren refuſing to return to their Father without Benjamin 
with them, and one of them paſſionately requeſting to become 'a Bondman in 
his ſtead, Foſeph could refrain no longer, but with Tears guſhing from his 
Eyes, diſcovered himſelf to them. This News coming ſoon to Pharaoh, he 
order*'d Joſepb to ſend immediately, and bring down his Father and whole 
Family into Egypt, appointing one of -the moſt fruitful Parts of the Country 


for their Habitation.
